According to Professor Beecher tha 
extant Of tha- period wa have been 
studying during tha last quarter la 
Sal years, from the death of Joihua 

B. C. list to the reign of 8aul, which 
began B. a 1103. Though other 
chronologlit* may differ slightly, thie 
la approximately correct 

We may roughly divide thla period 
Into tha republic of Qod and tha king- 
dom of man. In tha Bret section wa 
studied the period of tha Judges, 
Barak, ptdaon. Samson and Samuel: 
one prophetess, Deborah; also tha 
priest Ell and bla eons; Samuel and 
Ablah; and Bath, who was an ances- 
tress of oar great high priest In 
the second section we considered Saul 

the king, and a prince, Jonathan, 
Saul's eon. While the lesaone may 
thus be roughly divided, yat we feel 
that a general review of tbe charac- 
ters and tha principal lesson to he 
learned from each will perhaps be the 
most profitable form of review. 

There are tour thing* to be told 
about' each character and hla relation 
to the events occurring In Israel; <1) 
The people bad departed from Qod; 
than waa disobedience and a reli- 
gious decline. - (1) Qod permitted on 
the part ot Israel's anemles oppression 
that Dually became unbearable. (3) 
There waa repentance on the part of 
the popple and an appeal to God for 
help, (4) Qod raised op a jadge who 
"saved" the people and through thla 
Judge wonderful acts were performed 
showing his power and tha favor 
which rested upon Israel The adult' 
classea can profitably discuss such 
questions as, "Why did the people ao 
easily forsake OndT" "Why and how 
did their repentance so Quickly lead 
to their deliverance?" -How did Qod 
help the people to return unto hlmrv 
"What war* the methods and the prin- 
ciples used In Clod's punishment of the 
people's ainsr . "Waa thla form of 
government In vogue a failure.'" 
Coming to the second section, many 
questions suggest themselves; "What 
advantage* and opportunities did Saul, 
tha first king, harar. -How did hla 
failure . begin T* "Whet was the es- 
sential difference between the king- 
dom of Saul and the Republic of Qod 
under the Judges?" "What are tha 
outstanding characteristics of Jona- 
than 's life and characterT" "Whsl 
great message for today do these 
characters and these two forma ot 
government have?" Doctor Torrey 
suggests a profitable form of review, 
via., a doctrinal review: (1) Tha 
teaching* of the leaaona of tha past 
quarter about Jehovah and tha Holy 
Spirit; <S) The preview, typea and 
manifestation, of the Lord Jesus; 
(J) Tbe teaching about aln and tha 
particular sine mentioned; and (4) 
The teachings about the word of Qod. 
Of course to do all this, or to follow 
any part of these suggestions will de- 
mand that much work shall be as- 
signed in advance and that-gf eat care 
shall be exercised to make any one 
of these lines a connected and Inter- 
esting whole. Above all, beware of 
attempting too much last tha schol- 
ars become confused. 

If someone can be secured who la 
moderately successful to using the 
blackboard an Interesting .review can 
bo presented to younger scholars by 
making a drawing: presenting a "ball 
of tame,' with panels for Deborah, 
-Gideon, Ruth, Samuel and Jonathan, 
Afiwhav drawing map, by comparison, 
be termed tha "rogues' gallery'" and 
may have In It panels for Samson, BU, 
Eli's Boat, and SaaL Then tell, aa

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The word citizen has a high, historic meaning. Hiding like a 
king in his chariot, it comes down to us from the Greeks, thro' the 
Romans, and across the middle ages, resplendent with honor and 
proud with dignity. In the ancient civilization, the citizen was a 
member of a haughty, exclusive class. Below him, and subject to 
him, stood all others in the state who were outside of this class. 

The middle axes inherited the political forms and customs of 
Greece and Rome.

And so an American citizen is thus defined in Article XIV, 
Section 1, of the Constitution: "All persons "■•—and certainly, all 
persons must include male and female, white an6TcoIbr^d~"all per- 
sons born or naturalized in the United States, and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States, and of the 
States wherein they reside. No State shall make or enforce any 
law whcih shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States; nor Bhalt any State deprive any person of life, 
liberty, or property without due process of law, nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws." 

Then agsi^ in Article XV, Section 1, the Elective franchise is 
made the absolute right of the citizen. "The right of citizens of 
the United States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United Statu or any State on account of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude." 

Thus the American citizen stands— and the Afro- American 
should also stand— before the world, the peer of any Kaiser or 
King, C*zar or Sultan. He is the heir of the liberty of his fathers; 
he is the defender of the liberty of his children — not Caesar .was 
more sovereign than he. 

The underlying principle of American citizenship is this, that 
no man or race, of whatever creed or color, shall be subservient to, 
or politically dependent upon, any other man or race, but that each 
shall be armed for self-defense. The weapon of this self-defense 
is the ballot — 

"Defense, a weapon firmer set . 

And bettacthsn the bayonet; 
A weapon that comes down is atill 
. As snownakes full upon the Kid; 
Yet executes a freeman'* will 

Aa lightning does the will of God." 

Since-then, the citizen is thus supreme in America, it follows 
that he is responsible. Louis XIV, of France, used to say: "I am 
the State." What the Grand monarch said in his pride, the humbl- 
est of us may. say in humility— "I am the State." For a State is 
composed of its citizenship, and we are a tenth part of that citizen- 
ship! - - 

In England, the King has the place, but the House of- Com- 
mons has the power. In the United States, whoever is president, 
the people are in power. Hence the people deserve credit when 
affairs go right, and merit blame wh<jfij affairs go wrong. And do 
not forget that we are a tenth part of the people. In all that we 
'""■suffer of wrong, of injustice, of discrimination; we are to blame 

The indifference and pre-oecupation of the largest and best 
part of our citizenship is today the chief menace to our race. Men 
and women, otherwise good, are too busy worshipping at the shrine 
of mammon; chasing money, thirsting for pleasure, seeking for 
fine clothes — too busy doing that, to give thought and time to the 
duties of citizenship. Meantime, inch. by inch, foot by foot, our 
liberty is slipping away from us. "Eternal vigilence, is the price 
o"f liberty;" and we have good authority to "watch aa well as pray." 

The curse of our race is materialism. We kindle only within 
the circle of material interests — the pursuits of appetite and pas- 
sion. ■ Outside that circle and on higher subjects, we are as cold 
icebergs in Arctic waters. We worship the dirt. 

Since we are infected with this tendency to grovel, we need to 
be reminded that the salvation of a race depends upon the moral 
earnestness of its people. History shows that nations and races 
are made by heroes — like the 1 patriot fathers who pledged their 
"lives, their fortunes, am] their sacred honor" on behalf ef truth 
and progress; like Luther, who set his feet on the rock of principle 
and said: "Here I must stand — God help me! I can do no more; 
like Wendell Phillips" who said: "I found my country half slave 
and half free— I left it without a fetter." 

Let us cheer our spirits and nerve our souls with these high 
ideals and brave examples. Then will liberty and equality be- 
come the law of the social order. Then we will no longer have to 
chant requiems, but will sing hallelujahs!

Pursuant to a popular demand from 
a large number of bis policy holders, 
the Argus correspondent sought an 
additional interview with' the sub- 
ject of the sketch, Mr. Jtto. R. Wil- 
son to ascertain aa near a I possible 
the growth of Negro insurance busi-

Mr. Wilson, spoke very freely and 
favorably of other Negro insurance 
agent* in St. Louis, Mo., but was 
very reluctant to refer to hi* per- 
sonal achievements in the insurance 
world. Mr. Wilson finally consented 
for an interview, the substance of 
which is as follows: 

I was appointed letter carrier at 
Houston, lex., when IS years of age 
and after serving in that capacity for 
six year* I enlisted in the I.i S. 
Army, being honorably discharged 
June M, 1901 at Presidio, Cat I re- 
turned to my native borne, Houston, 
Texas, where I enjoyed the greetings 
of relatives and friends. I waa sub- 
sequently appointed clerk in the R. 
M. S., April, 1903, and served in that 
department until December 8, 1912, 
when I severed my connection with 
the United Slates Government to en- 
gage in the insurance business. I 
want to speak to the people through 
the Argus, in regards to Negro busi- 
ness enterprises, especially insurance. 
There is a growing disposition among 
the masses of the race to assist 
struggling and deserving Negro busi- 
ness enterprises, to the extent that 
the Negro business man meets com- 
petition. Nine years ago, when I 
began writing insurance as a "side 
line" while engaged in the govern- 
ment service, I discovered from my 
then success the possibilities of the 
insurance business, some of which I 
have realized.
